U s­ 
ually crops art* made or lost in til** 
winter'or spring. In other words, prop­ 
er preparation of the soil largely de­ 
termines the production to follow d u r ­ 
ing the growing season. 
A thorough preparation of the soil 
and {ironer terracing together with a 
return to the soil and proper te rra c ­ 
ing together w ith a return to the soil 
af some of the food elements by prop­ 
er rotation and 
fertilization coupled 
with a sound 
agricultural 
program 
make possible the storing of a more 
abundant supply 
of 
moisture 
an d 
plant food available for plants during 
the growing season. This is the only 
way any crops can pull through the 
usual summer drouth and m ake an 
average production. 
If all the barnyard 
manure 
now 
available in the county was system at­ 
ically conserved and used. there would 
he a sufficient amount to improve pro­ 
duction on every cultivated acre in 
tin* county.
